‘ Choctaw Nation on a three weeks’ hunting 
trip. All were anxious to capture a bear 
or two during their trip and so instructed 
their guides. 

Friday morning, the bear was 
and Mr. Wiedmer was the first to join the 
guides. Several shots had been fired and 
the dogs had engaged the animal in a vi- 
cious battle, when the hunters reached 
him. 

Wiedmer saw one of his dogs under the 
bear, and as the animal was lying still he, 
thought him dead. He went up to release 
the dog. He took bold of the bear's fore- 
paw to move it, When signs of life became 
very evident. 

The first blow knocked Wiedmer's legs 
from under him and inflicted the only in- 

ries he received. Calling loudly for help

Temperature Between 25 and 30 De- 
grees Will Hold the White 
Mantle Over Thursday.

Locally the thermometer stood at 29 
above zero Wednesday and at the same 
figure at 8 o'clock Wednesday morning.

“It is getting so that the retail butcher 
cannot handie restaurant and ,hote! trade 
on account of the packers solicit'ng it, and 
they are making no effort for S. The 
packers sel] to the trade at the same prices 
that are made to the reiail trade, and boin 
are obliged to pay whatever is asked, re- 
gardiews of the market value On livestock. 

“It looks as though the packers intend 
to gradually reach out for all desirabie 
consumers’ trade, and that the only trade 
left for the retailers will be the consumers 
which packers will not bother with. 

“The situation ‘s anything but encour- 
aging for retailers, and they have no re- 
course. It is either pay what packers ask, 
whether goods have to be sold at a loss 
or profit. or shut up shop. And then, too, 
the butcher must take all the brunt from 
the public, because they do not under- 
stand the situation. 

“Hogs are cheaper. than they have been 
since 31889, and about as low as they have 
ever been, but the product remains as high 
and higher in some cases than it was when 
nogs were almost twice the present price. 
The same is tru: cattle. Advances in 
both beef and pork have been made re- 
cently."’

“Mr. Gill knew the road well and also 
knew a farm house where we could stay 
all night: The farmer's wife gave us gvod 
accommodations. As soon as we reached 
there we stopped, although it was still 
early in the afternoon. We were traveling 
ar 3 pleasure and had np desire to tire our- 
selves. 

“The second day we walked only in the 
morning. It had rained the night before 
and the dust was laid. We knew of a 
stage coach that ran to Mauser’s mill and 
we had decided that if the weather became 
bad or anything else happened we would 
travel in the coach. 


Reached Destination 
in Two Days. 


“That wasn’t necessary. We finished our 
second day’s travel at Hausie Springs. We 


didn’t know any place to go there for lodg- 
ing. That’s one of the difficulties in tak- 
ing jaunts in America. In England one can 
stop at any little roadhouse and be sure 
that it is al! right. The inns are usually 
as old as the villages themselves and their 
proprietors take a pride in maintaining 
their respectability. 

“W went to a doctor's house in Hausie 
Springs and asked him to direct us to a 
place where we could spend the night. He 
sent us to a good place. 

‘We finished our trip Saturday morning 
when we reached Sulphur Springs. 

“We did not go all the way by main 
roads. Mr. Gill knew bypaths and we 
walked along some of then? 

“We met few persons along the way ex- 
cept when we came near to little settle- 
ments like Antonia, Hausie Springs, Fenton 
and Murphy's postoffice. 

“My husband likes to take long tramps. 
He walked to Buffalo, 800 miles. several 
years ago, with a party of men. They 
traveled 26 days. He had to have his 
boots half-soled three times before the 
journey was done. 

“T can walk 15 miles a day without any 
bother. but 1 was never considered a crack 
walker at home. I have girl friends that 
can do 23 miles a day. “ 

“I walk four or five miles every dya. I 
think it excellent exercise. On Saturdays 
ne Saye my husband and I take long 
walks. 

“T rode a bicycle a great deal before I 
left England. It is too much work to ride 
here, but the English roads are excellent 
for rene 

“Our wedding journey consisted of trav- 
eling through England on bicycles. Same |

Failure to Demand Obedience to Law 
Not Fatal to Claims. 


In the case of A. H. Arnett against the 
Southern Pacific Rallroad the following de- 
cision regardin 
heen handed down 
Tourt of Appeals: 

‘No sound reason occurs to us why the 
shipper can be deprived of his right to 
recover for dafmages which resulted irom 
the failure of a rgilroad company to ¢!Is- 
charge its plain duty, imposed upon It by 
law, because the owner or shipper of the 
cattle did not make a demand unon 
company that it vield obedience to the law. 

“The failure of a shipper to notify of 
demand of a railroad company that it shall 
stop trains of stock so he can water, feed 
and rest the cattle before they have been 
confined in the cars for more than 2 hours. 
is not necessarily fatal in all cases to his 
right to recover for damages caused by the 
delay of the consignment of cattle, fi 
snipper has in no way consented to

By hiring a hall and advertising to 
make way with himself at a_egiv- 
en hour, the would-be self-destroyer 
could sell enough tickets to keep his fam- 
ily from want for years, and at the same 
time gratify his own appetite for the spec- 
tacular and dramatic, an appetite that all 
suicides seem to posses in virulent form. 

By adopting the means suggested, sui- 
cides, instead of being a profitiess huis- 
ance to the community, could contribute 
largely to its pleasures, and at the same 
time benefit their loved ones. And the 
parks and reservoirs would not be so fre- 
quently mussed up.
